Government and Order. It was the Proteit ant 
verity which they witneſſed, and ſealed 1n blood , 
12 oppoſition to Popery ; eſpecially the prodigious 
Op:n0a of Tranſubſtantiation, and the Abomi- 
nation of the Romnſh Maſs or Sacrifice, In the 
fame bloody days , certain Engliſh Proteſtants 
being fledfor refuge into Germany , and ſetled 
at Frankford, were divided amongſt themſelves 
about the Service-book_, even with ſcandalous 
breach of Charity and in the iſſue , the Congre- 
gation was ſadly broken and diſſipated. | 


What is intended by Dxe Liberty, might

dents of Former times, as our Reſolver refers 
unto,and juſtifies.

Knox and Whittiagham were the 
prime Ring-leaders in this Ditorder, who up- 
on ſome Diſputes ſtarted about the Service- 
book, joyning with others of the Confiftorian 
ſtamp, drew ſuch an extra& of it, as they 
thought fit, and ſentit to Calviz, requeſting 
his Opinion of it. Such was the Anſwer they 
received, as blew the whole * Congregation 
into a flame; from whence aroſe that ſcan- 
dalous breach enſuing. viz. The Engliſh Ser- 
vice being eſtabliſhed, Whicingham, Gulby , 
' Goodmax , With ſome others, Diwided , and 
went to Geneva, whence, both by Letters and 
Diſcourſes, they tampered the Miniſters and
